“I think any school needs 
a good ethnic studies pro- 
gram. I think it should be 
carefully planned. . .even bet- 
ter than any other program 
on campus,” Mr. Mack Lovett, 
minority relations consultant 
told those attending Wednes- 
day’s meeting of the Minority 
Relations Committee. 

Invited to speak at Hart- 
nell, the black consultant is 
a graduate of Berkley High 
School. 

Mr. Lovett commented on 
the needs of minority groups, 
and their problems, stating: 
“The real need is for the 
whole curricula to be inte- 
grated, so that it covers not 
only the history of the whites, 


but also of the minority 
groups. The minority: groups 


are tired of being lied to, and 
being told nursery rhymes.” 

Receiving his B.A. from 
Merrill College, and M.A. in 
public administration at Cal 
State, Hayward, Mr. Lovett 
is currently the assistant to 
the president at Cal State, 
Hayward. 

According to Mr. Lovett: 
“High School counselors are 
most failing in relating to 
minority groups to get a high- 
er education. A program 
should be emphasized ac- 
cording to each school’s needs 
and population. . .Mainly to 
get away from the white his- 
tory, only that is written in 


‘history books, but also to

Cagers Edge SJ Delta 80-78, 


Lose to Merced 98-86 


Hartnell successfully open- 
ed its 1970-71 cage season by 
edging highly ranked San Joa- 
quin Delta 80-78 in Stockton 
last Friday night in the Stock- 
ton Civic Auditorium. A pass 
from Tex Ryan to David 
McCaine with eight seconds 
left in the game produced a 
layup and the winning margin. 

Delta took a short-lived 
lead early in the game but 
Hartnell swiftly came back as 
Dwight Garrison’s drive a- 
round Delta defenders was 
good for two. Garrison was 
fouled on the play so the 
3-point play put the Panthers 
ahead. 

San Joaquin twice made a 
charge on Hartnell’s lead the 
first half and resulted in ty- 
ing the score twice, but field 
goals by Andrew Glover, Jim 
Huff, Tex Ryan: and Dennis 
Itani fattened the Panther 
lead. Key goals by Ryan and 
Huff especially kept Hart- 
nell ahead as the Panthers 
went in with a 46-35 half- 
time lead. , 

The Delta squad came 
back the second half with an 
effective full court press de- 
fense and chipped away at 
Hartnell’s lead. Delta’s great 
effort and rebounding resulted 
in a 64-64 tie with about 8:18 
showing on the clock. 


Hartnell met the challenge 
though, as Glover & Co. 
pushed. slowly ahead little 
by little. A follow shot by 
Bill Levelle and a perfectly 
timed tip-in by Rick Mor- 
rison helped the Panthers keep 
ahead in crucial spots. 

San Joaquin made one 
final surge towards the end 
of the game as the Mustangs 
ate away at the Panther’s 
seven-point lead. Hartnell’s 
Andrew Glover fouled out 
of the game with less than 
two minutes left, but the 
Panthers were still able to 
hold off Delta. 

The final statistics found 
four Panthers in the double 
figures. Jim Huff paved the 
way with 17 points and was 
closely followed by Ryan’s 
16, Glover’s 15 and Itani’s 
11 counters. 


Merced Wins 98-86 


Hartnell traveled to Merced 
the next night to take on 
Merced College but the out- 
come wasn’t as good as the 
Blue Devils defeated the Pan- 
thers 98-86. Merced’s front 
line of Angelo Waldi 6-5, 
John Rice 6-8, and Ron Jones 
6-9 gave them the lift needed 
for the victory. 


The Panthers battled Mer- 
ced on even terms the first 
half as they utilized speed, 
tough defense and hot sharp- 
shooting to forge a 47-37 
halftime advantage. Dennis 
Itani and Jim Huff pumped 
from the outside as Andrew 
Glover and Tex Ryan cleared 
the boards. 


2nd Half Downs Hartnell 


Merced came back strong 
the second half as the Blue 
Devils used their height, to 
score on many return shots 
and resulted in Hartnell losing 
the lead. Toward the end 
of the game errors and the 
taller Blue Devils led to the 
Panther downfall. 

Hartnell showed excellent 
team balance in scoring as 
five Panthers hit the double 
figures. Leading the depart- 
ment was Jim Huff with 17 
points while Dennis Itani’s 
16, Tex Ryan’s 14, Bill Le- 
velle’s 13 and Andrew Glo- 
vers 10 rounded out top 
scoring. 

The Blue Devils got their 
biggest help from the free 
throw line. Hartnell outscored 
Merced from the field but the 
Blue Devils held an advantage 
of 28-14 in free throws.

Going for Hartnell so far 
are Dwight Garrison and Den- 
nis Itani at guard, Tex Ryan 
and Jim Huff at forward and 
dependable Andrew Glover, 
jumping center. 

At press time the Panthers 
have done well in stiff com- 
petition. Hartnell took on 
two top-ranked Northern Cal- 
ifornia teams back-to-back in 


San Joaquin Delta and Mer- 
ced. Hartnell edged Delta 
80-78 but was dropped 98-86 
by Merced the following night. 


Hot Sharpshooting

shot a fantistic 57% average 
from the field in their first 
two outings, 63.6% against 
Delta and 50.7% against the 
Blue Devils. 
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
